II. CAREER-PLANNING FOR THE '90'S 
Last week I presented a new look at 
work in the future. Jobs are 
disappearing and are being replaced 
by term contracts or assignments, 
which will cease when the work is 
complete. Thus, our task will no 
longer be to find a job; rather we shall 
need to make work for ourselves, to 
design our own careers. 

Preparing ourselves for work 
How do we prepare ourselves to enter 
this new world of work? 

The first step in career-planning is 
SELF-ASSESSMENT. William 
Bridges, in his book Jobshift . 
proposes four questions: 

- What really interests me? DESIRES 

- What am I really good at? 
ABILITIES 

- What kind of person am I? 
TEMPERAMENT 

- What advantages do I have? 
ASSETS 

If you hadn't spotted it already. 
Desires, Abilities, Temperament, 
Assets give the acronym DATA. Our 
task is to gather our own DATA. 

D for Desires 
Too often we ignore what we really 
want, what is most important to us. 
Some of you may choose your 
Concentration, not because you like 
the subject, but because you think it 
will be more likely to lead to a job. 
Some of you may be following 
suggestions by parents or others. 
That's fine as long as you're 
comfortable with it, but do consult 
your own interests. I met one woman 
who loved Math, but did not study it 
because her school counsellor had 
persuaded her that it was not a subject 
for women. 

There are several ways to explore 
your desires. William Bridges 
(Jobshift) suggests that you list 25 
wishes, then write down your 
thoughts about each of them, and 
finally draw from the list your 
fundamental wants or interests or, in 
other words, your values. 

There are other resources to tap. 
The Bookstore carries a little booklet 
titled Self- Assessment and published 
byACCIS. It has exercises designed 
to help you identify your interests. 
Similar books are available in any 
bookstore or in the Information Centre 
of the Counselling and Resource 
Centre. At the same Centre you can 



arrange to do a vocational interest 
test, which will begin to focus your 
areas of interest. 

Other questions you should ask 
yourself are: 

- Where do I want to live? Large or 
small town? What province? Canada 
or other country? 

- How do I visualize myself living in 
5 or 10 years? Be very detailed in 
your response about your work and 
your lifestyle. 

- What do I want to accomplish in 
life? Is there some important goal 
that you need to achieve to feel 
fulfilled? 

A for Abilities 
There is a tendency for people to 
think too narrowly about their 
abilities. They think in terms of their 
education or of the paying jobs they 
have done. They overlook the skills 
and experience they have gathered in 
a variety of other activities: writing 
articles, designing pamphlets, organ- 
izing a social event, assisting with a 
cadet corps, volunteer contributions, 
helping solve problems, etc. 

Richard BoUes in his book What 
Colour Is Your Parachute? 
recommends that the first step in 
career planning is to write an 
autobiography of at least 50 pages. 
From this you can mine the raw 
material of your life. 
Ask yourself- and write them down 

- those things you have enjoyed 
doing and have done well, whether 
you have qualifications for them or 
not. Become aware of these 
ABILITIES, and use this information 
in determining the direction of your 
own career. 

T for Temperament 
What kind ofperson are you? What 
sort of activities and situations are 
most satisfying to you? 
Not'all teachers or accountants have 
the same temperament, but there 
certainly is a tendency for people 
with similar personalities to select 
the same career. 

Some questions you might ask 
youself are: 

- How do I learn best? Do I collect 
information carefully or do I look 
right away for conclusions? Do I talk 
to others, or do I chew things over 
myself? Do I learn with others, or 
alone? 

- When you think of employment, 
what exactly do you see yourself 
doing? Are you alone, or with others? 
Are you helping them , or organizing 
them? Are you solving a problem, or 
carrying out a plan? 



Vizualize yourself in detail in 
answering these questions, so that 
you obtain a clear idea of how you 
like to do things. 

Several books and manuals are 
available to help you with this. One 
is Do What You Are by P. Tieger and 
B. Barron Tieger. It contains 
exercises you can do to explore your 
own temperament. You might also 
wish to see a counsellor in the 
Counselling and Resource Centre and 
do a personality test. 

A for Assets 
What advantages do you have, and 
how can you make use of them? 

Assets may be as tangible as money 
or as intangible as the experience of 
having helped put on a play. 

Most students on completing 
university, don'thave financial assets. 
On the contrary, they may be carrying 
fairly heavy debts. They may, 
however, have somebody in the 
family prepared to invest in them. 
They also have a degree with all the 
attendant benefits that that brings with 
it: the esteem held by society for a 
degree, as well as the competencies 
learned in the process of earning the 
degree. 

What other assets do you have? 
List them: skills acquired at work or 
volunteer activities; certificates or 
diplomas earned; languages spoken; 
elected positions held; experience of 
other cultures; etc, etc. 

Another asset you have is the people 
you know and have met, family 
members, friends and their families, 
teachers and professors, work 
associates, people met through social 
or volunteer activities . If you begin to 
work at this list carefully you will 
find that you know a lot of people and 
have access, through them, to even 
more -hundreds. And these people 
may be able to provide you with 
information, suggestions, and even 
contacts. 

Start with you 
Career-planning begins with you. 
In order to convince somebody that 
you are the right person for the "job", 
you need to know about yourself, 
about your interests or values, your 
skills, about the sort of person you 
are, and your achievements to this 
point. Obviously, if you know where 
you want to go, you have a much 
better chance of getting there. 

But you need to start with yourself 
for another reason. You are the only 
person to lead your life. If you don't 
take charge of it, nobody will. You 
can begin today by asking questions 
about yourself, by collecting your 
own DATA. This is the first step, and 
the most important step.

Reply: The Amiable Librarian is 
delighted that members of the public 
feel welcome in the J. N. Desmarais 
Library. Unfortunately, the library's 
collection budget has been frozen for 
four years at 1 .3 million dollars, and 
even worse, the collection that has 
been built up is inadequate to support 
the needs of library users, particularly 
at the senior level. That is why every 
penny the library receives from the 
university for the collection must be 
directed towards material needed by 
students and faculty of the university. 
Because genealogy is not taught at 
the university, it would be 
irresponsible for the library to divert 
fiinds to purchase material in this 
area. Sorry. Try the Sudbury Public 
Library; they have an excellent 
collection for you. 

Question: Why did you change the 
seating arrangement in the library 
by adding the large black tables to 
the individual desk rows in 
practically every section? Now 
-there are less places in the library 
for quiet places to study.

Want Good Grades? Get A Job

University students who 
work up to eight hours a week have a 
higher grade point averages than 
students who don't work at all, 
according to a York University study. 

Conducted by York's 
Institute for Social Research, the study 
found students who worked one to 
eight hours a week had marginally 
higher grades that those who didn't 
work at all. This and other studies 
demonstrate having a part-time job 
ad doing well in school are not 
necessarily exclusive of one another, 
according to York sociology profes- 
sor Paul Grayson, author of the study. 

"[The] general assumption 
is that] work is necessarily bad and 
has negative impacts," said Grayson. 
"Other studies show that there are 
additional benefits." 

However, Ashkan Hashemi, 
researcher for the Canadian 
Federation of Students-Ontario, says 
that part-time work can impede 
academic success. "Very few people 
who go to university actually work 
only eight hour a week. They work 
many more hours than that," he said. 

He added that holding down 
a part-time job can distract from the 
university experience. 

"[The university experience 
is] not just about going to school, 
working, and passing out because 
you're so tired. You need leisure 
time [an] time to be a university 



leader." 

But Grayson says there is 
not necessarily a correlation between 
working part-time and missing out 
on extra-curricular activities. 

"In every university across 
Canada, the numbers of students who 
get involved [ in extra-curricular 
activities] are remarkably low," he 
said. 

the study also found too 
much part-time work can affect a 
student's academic performance. 

According to the study, once 
students exceed eight hours of work 
per week, grade point averages 
gradually drop as a number of hours 
spent at work increase. 

Silver says this fop in grades 
is the more telling part of the report. 
"This decrease in grades is far more 
greater [above nine hours of work p)er 
week] that the tiny increase in grades 
between a student who doesn't work 



and a student who works one to eight 
hours a week. In other words, if you 
don'twork, [the study indicates]your 
grades are better than if you work 
nine hours a week or more. 

He says not every student 
can pull off the combination of 
moderate pert-time work and good 
grades. 

"The students that manage 
to balance a moderate number of hours 
[and] keep up grades, are likely high 
energy [students]," said Grayson. 

"What I want to make very 
clear is that these figures do not 
indicate that if you make students 
work, their grades will go up. [If it 
did], the provincial governmeni 
would think, 'let 's cut down on OSAP 
(Ontario's StudentLoan Program).'" 

Grayson obtainedhis results 
by surveying 1,848 first-year students 
at York in February and March of this 
year.

To begin with, the 
cut to the MinisU7 of Transportation's 
road clearing have not yet been 
implemented.

These 
cuts amount to roughly 1 2% of the 
winter road maintenance budget. 
Does this mean that 1 2% of the snow 
will be left on the roads, or that 12% 
of the roads won't be cleared?

Last Thursday, the Minister 
of Transport, Al Palladini stated that 
the government will not jeopardize 
public safety. If Ontario is hit by a 
particularly hard winter, MTO will 
spend the extra money needed to keep 
our highways in a safe condition. 
Keep in mind that a budget is just 
that, and if the cost of keeping roads 
clear exceeds the budgeted level, the 
money will be spent to do so. 

It is easy to point fingers 
and lay blame on the government. To 
say that Mike Harris is killing Ontario 
motorists takes nothing more than a 
couple seconds to type out. It 
obviously takes somewhat longer to 
clearly think out and examine the 
facts of the matter before making a 
statement. Unfortunately, Lambda 
had chosen not to take that step last 
Week, and as a result a lot of people 
may have been misinformed.

The words 'Internet' and 
'censorship' are heard often in the 
same sentence. The consequences of 
free expression on the Internet has 
polarized two different communities. 
The first are largely people who are 
distressed about the types of 
pornography that is available on the 
Internet. The second are rabid free 
speech activists who distrust any 
government intrusion on what is truly 
the freest form of expression left. 

Child pornography is often 
the foremost reason given for 
introducing censorship. While I 
gladly haven't seen these pictures, in 
my research for this article I have 
seen people asking for 'teen' pictures 
on some USENET subs. I have also 
heard about a number of cases of 
people transmitting illegal pictures 
over the Internet (and recently 
America Online), and most 
distressing, pedophiles who contact 
young children in chat rooms and 
arrange to meet them. 

While concern about this 
problem is legitimate, the response is 
wildly out proportion to it. In the 
United States, a law is currently under 
discussion to censor the Internet 
(though how that would be done is 
beyond me). Calls come in every day 
to government officials in this country 
to start removing objectionable 
material. 

Between the censors and the 
free speech activists there is a 
common sense middle ground. Unlike 
the censors, I don't believe the Internet 
to be the newest Sodom and 
Gemmorah, and unlike some free 
speechers, I think some limits should 
be enforced. I see no problem with 
trying to rid the Internet of child 
pornography and depictions non- 
consensual sex acts. Being a free 
speecher myself, though, I wouldn't 
want to the government to get too 
involved. 




If you were to ask how much 
pom is on the Internet you'd likely 
get a number of answers. Figures 
given are 0. 1 % to 1 0% of the content 
on the Internet is pornographic. Based 
on the research I've done, the 0.1% 
figure looks to be the most accurate. 
But does that mean that pornography 
is hard to find? 

It's actually incredibly easy 
to find it. Researching for another 
article about pornography on the 
Internet I decided to experiment and 
see how fast I could find a 
pornographic picture. Unlike the 
graphic providers in town, 
Laurentian's accounts do not offer 
the USENET subs which allow you 
to copy pictures from a post but I had 
a number of options. I could either do 
a search with Lycos or Yahoo (using 
a generic search term like 'sex') or 
try and find a site listed in the alt.sex 
newsgroup. 

Was it difficult? A quick 
look through the newsgroup got me a 
few sites. Within a few minutes I was 
presented with a list of files that I 
could download. The search with 
Lycos provided even more sites. 
Using the keyword 'sex' I was given 
1 5 992 sites. 'Pom' and 'porno' netted 
me I 836 and 873 sites respectively 
and 'xxx' listed 6 109 sites (all out of 
more than a million listed sites). It 
must be noted that not all these sites 
are pomographic, many are scholarly 
or present information on sexuality 
or have nothing to do at all with sex. 
Also, many of these sites are listed in 
each category. Given all that, there is 
enough pom on the net and it is easily 
accessible. 

Even if this distresses you, 
what should outrage you more is that 
some wanted this material banned. 
The Intemet is open to all people to 
say whatever they like, no matter 
what their view point is. If we are to 
start limiting one type of 
communication on the Internet, then 
all the others may be open to future

Another important note is 
that the Intemet community censors 
itself. If someone on the Internet finds 
something legitimately wrong or 
illegal, then messages will be sent to 
the provider who maintains space for 
that information. The provider 
decides whether to continue to carry 
this. Local authorities are also often 
alerted to material which is illegal in 
their jurisdiction. It's not a perfect 
system, but most of the time it works, 
and the government ends up not 
limiting speech. 

If you're interested in the 
subject of censorship, here are some 
web sites which contain some 
interesting information. Censorship 
and the Arts in Canada details where 
censorship and Canadian art meet. 
Find out this info at http:// 
arth. cone ordia.ca /censor/ 
intro.html. The Computers and 
Academic Freedom site is a scholarly 
look at how efforts to ban some 
material have been made.

Sampdoria players warmed 
up wearing T-shirts carrying the 
Greenpeace message "No To Nuclear 
Tests." "Ifnecessary, I will willingly 
pay any fine," said Sampdoria's 
French international Christian
